To  :  The  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Shepton  Mallet  Rural  District  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  this  Rural  District 
Council  prepared  in  accordance  v/ith  Circular  l/72  of  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  vital  statistics  that  the  live  birth  rate  was 
less  than  the  national  figure,  but  so  was  the  general  mortality  rate;  still¬ 
birth  and  infant  mortality  rates  were  higher.  The  causes  of  death  remained  ir 
much  the  same  order,  and  the  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  disease  reported 
was  the  lowest  for  5  years. 

As  in  1970^  much  of  the  time  of  the  public  health  staff  was  taken  up  by 
another  ”pop’^  festival,  lasting  a  week  at  Pilton,  and  in  spite  of  numerous 
visits  by  R.D.C.  and  County  staff  to  the  site,  the  final  state  of  the  hygiene 
facilities  for  the  fans  provided  by  the  promoters  could  only  be  described  as 
primitive  and  pathetic . 

Another  significant  event  during  the  year  was  the  implementation  of  the 
Local  Authority  Social  Services  Act,  establishing  a  Social  Services  Department 
at  County  Hall,  Taunton  and  from  October  1971  the  area  of  this  Council  was 
served  mainly  by  the  Divisional  Office  at  Tothill  House,  Street  and  partly,  in 
respect  of  the  northern  tip,  by  the  Area  Social  Services  Office  at  Midsomer 
Norton.  These  offices  became  responsible  for  a  wide  range  of  services 
previously  handled  by  specialist  sections  dealing  with  the  needs  of  children, 
the  physically  and  mentally  ill  or  handicapped  and  the  elderly,  including 
Home  Help  Services. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  detailed 
report  and  for  his  ready  co-operation  and  that  of  his  a.asistants  at  all  times. 

May  I  express  my  gratitude  also  to  the  Clerk,  Surveyor,  Council  Members 
and  professional  colleagues  for  their  courtesy  and  support,

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NOTES  ON  Vim  STATISTICS  FOR  1971 

(the  figures  in  general  are  too  small  for  much  importance  to  be  attached  to 
them,  but  certain  broad  statements  can  be  made) . 

Population  The  mid-year  population  for  the  R.D.  according  to  the 
Registrar-G-eneral’ s  i97i  Census  shows  a  rise  of  20  in  the  population  since 
1970,  and  live  births  exceeded  deaths  by  28. 

Births  Live  Births  -  fell  by  17  compared  with  1970  \  ith  a  resultant 
lowering  of  the  birth  rate  to  a  figure  less  than  County  and  National  averages. 
Illegitimate  births  rose  by  2  but  the  percentage  of  these  v/as  less  than  the 
National  figure,  although  higher  than  that  for  the  County.  Still  Births  -  rose 
to  5^  giving  a  Still  Birth  Rate  higher  than  the  County  and  National  rates. 

Deaths  All  Ages  -  showed  a  small  rise  of  2  over  the  previous  year.  When 
adjusted  by  the  Area  Deaths  Comparability  Factor,  the  death  rate  continues  to 
be  lov/er  than  the  rate  for  England  &  Wales  and  fractionally  higher  than  the 
County  figure.  Infants  -  deaths  rose  by  2  to  5  this  year  giving  comparable 
increases  in  the  various  mortality  rates  to  figures  higher  than  County  and 
National  rates.  Maternal  Mortality  -  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  this 
v/as  again  nil . 

Causes  of  Death  Heart,  Cerebrovascular  and  Other  Diseases  of  the  Circulatory 
Sy st em  Deaths  fell  by  4  compared  with  the  previous  year  to  a  total  of  58, 

Of  these  heart  diseases  accounted  for  38  ^rd  cerebrovascular  diseases  for  13 
deaths.  Cancer  -  deaths  from  this  showed  a  significant  increase  of  10  compared 
with  1970,  but  as  regards  site,  cancer  of  the  intestine  took  leading  place  with 
6  deaths  followed  by  lung  with  5  and  breast  with  4*  Respiratory  Diseases  - 
deaths  from  these  fell  slightly  to  13,  bronchitis  and  emphysema  causing  7  deaths 
and  pneumonia  5,  predominantly  in  males.  Accidents  -  deaths  totalled  5,  as  in 
the  previous  year  and  3  of  these  involved  a  motor  vehicle. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 
(please  see  Five-Year  Table) 

Apart  from  3  cases  of  Infective  Jaundice  in  2  related  families  in  a  village  in 
the  south  of  the  District,  there  is  little  on  which  to  report.  All  3  cases 
occurred  in  adults  and  following  the  successful  administration  of  gammaglobulin 
to  the  contacts  there  v/as  no  further  spread. 

FOOD  POISONINC  AND  HUMAN  SALMONELLA  INFECTIONS 

Salmonella  enteritidis  occurred  as  a  chance  finding  in  a  child  admitted  to 
Hospital  for  investigation  of  another  illness  and  no  fuirbher  cases  were  reported. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (&ENERAL)  BE&UIATIONS.  1959.  (Seo.20) 

Brucellosis  was  again  reported  in  a  dairy  herd  in  the  south  of  the  District 
and,  though  the  bulk  milk  continued  to  be  sent  for  pasteurisation,  a  formal 
Heat  Treatment  Notice  v;as  served  on  the  herd  on  10th  May  1971*

2 .  Individual  Private  Supplies 

184  houses  in  the  District  (5fo)  are  supplied  vd.th  water  from  individual 
wells  or  springs.  173  of  these  houses  have  the  water  laid  on  internally, 
and  11  rely  on  an  external  well  or  spring.  In  most  cases  these  houses 
with  individueil  private  supplies  are  in  out-lying  areas  where  the  main 
supplies  are  not  available.  Samples  were  taken  from  some  of  these 
private  supplies,  sampling  being  mainly  concentrated  on  houses  with  an 
external  well  or  spring.

3.  Sources  of  Supply  to  houses  in  the  District 

Table  A  on  page  20  shows  the  nature  of  the  supply  to  houses  in  each  Parish. 

Of  3^700  houses  in  the  District,  3>43l  (94$^)  have  a  piped  supply  of  water, 
either  from  a  public  main  or  a  private  main.  173  (5^)  have  a  spring  or 
well  water  laid  on  internally,  and  11  (.3^)  of  the  houses  have  to  rely  on 

an  outside  well  or  spring.  The  majority  of  these  11  houses  are  unfit,  and 

will  be  dealt  with  under  Slum  Clearance  procedure.  35  houses  are  still 
supplied  by  standpipe  or  an  outside  tap. 

Table  B  on  page  21  (Sanitary  Facilities  of  Houses)  shows  that  3^410  houses 
in  the  District  {92fo)  obtain  their  water  supply  direct  from  the  public 
mains  and  71  from  private  mains. 
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(b)  SEViEEA&E  MD  DRAINAGE 
1  .  Sev/erage  Schemes 

(a)  Evercreech  and  Stoney  Stratton  The  v;ork  of  laying  certain  new 

foul  sewers  and  surface  v/ater  sewers  in  Evercreech  village  (Stage  l) 
were  subject  to  certain  delays  and  the  Contract  v/as  not  completed  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  Works  commenced  on  Stage  II  (sewering  of  Stoney  Stratton) 
at  the  end  of  the  year, 

(b)  Lydford  -  East  and  West  The  original  estimate  for  the  scheme 

(prepared  in  19^7)  was  fSSjOOO  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  figure  of 
£150,000  was  considered  to  be  more  appropriate.  The  financing  of  this 
scheme'  presented  151a j or  difficulties  which  had  not  been  resolved  at  the  end 
of  the  year  but  Tenders  were  authorised. 

(c)  Parbrook  (East  Pennard  and  West  Bradley  Parishes)  Agreement  *was 

reached  v/ith  Wells  R.D.C,  for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  sewage  at  one 
of  their  nearby  works  when  the  hamlet  is  sev/ered.  Last  years  estimate  for 
this  scheme  vras  £55^585. 

Bat combe  The  Consulting  Engineers  produced  an  estimate  of  £145^000 

for  tliis  scheme  but  at  the  end  of  the  year  were  still  dealing  v/ith  the 
question  of  treatment  of  the  sewage.  It  is  presumed  that  this  will  be 
conveyed  to  the  Evercreech  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and  that  these  will  need 
some  extension, 

Binegar  The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  presented  an  outline 

scheme  wliich  v7ould  allov/  for  an  extension  of  the  Gurney  Slade  Sewage  Works, 
The  scheme,  estimated  to  cost  £69,500  was  agreed  in  principle. 


Tabic  B  on  Page  21  shows  the  number  of  houses  in  the  District  drained  to 
a  public  sev7er  at  the  end  of  1970  as  1,990  (5^)-  1^4-07  (38^)  are  drained 

to  cesspits  or  septic  tanks  and  303  houses  (8^)  have  no  drainage  or  have 
unsatisfactory  drainage. 


(C)  CLOSETS  AMD  OTHER  SANITARY  FACILITIES 

Table  B  on  Page  21  shows  that  3^400  houses  (91^)  have  a  v/ater  closet.  4 
houses  (.1^)  have  shared  closets,  280  houses  (7^)  have  a  pail  or  chemical 
closet,  and  l6(,4/?)  have  a  privy  closet.  The  Table  also  shows  that  91 
houses  in  the  District  (2^)  have  no  sink  and  734  houses  (l9?o)  have  no  bath. 

(d)  defuse  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

1  .  Collection  The  Dennis  Paxit  11 A  ( 18-24  cub .yard)  refuse  vehicle 

continued  in  operation.  The  fortnightly  collection  in  each  Parish  continued. 
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2. 


Disposal  By  arrangement  with  Wincanton  R.D.C,  and  Frome  R.D.C. 

household  refuse  is  now  disposed  of  on  the  tips  of  these  two  Authorities, 
and  for  which  payment  is  made.  The  tip  at  Moorwood  continues  for  the  time 
being  for  the  disposal  of  bulky  refuse. 

3.  Civic  Amenities  Act  Action  was  taken  under  this  Act  for  dealing  v/ith 

various  unauthorised  rubbish  dumps  and  one  abandoned  car  was  disposed  of. 
There  is  a  free  collection  system  of  bulky  refuse  and  facilities  are  . 
provided  for  depositing  by  the  public  of  such  items. 

(e)  Cesspool  Emptying  A  scheme  commenced  in  July  for  one  annual  emptying 

of  cesspools  free  of  charge.

1  .  Smoke  Abatement  No  formal  action  v/as  taken  during  the  year. 

Caravans  Three  new  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  sites  for 

individual  caravans.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  12  licences  were  in  force  for 
sites  for  individual  caravans,  and  tv/o  for  more  than  one  caravan. 

3*  Rag  Flock  There  are  no  premises  in  this  District  where  rag  flock  is 

manufactured  or  sold. 

4-  Agricultural  (Health)  Act,  195^  It  was  not  possible  to  carry  out  any 

nev/  inspections. 

5-  Rats  and  Mice  Fifty-eight  complaints  v;ere  received  of  rat  infestation. 

Advice  was  given  in  respect  of  15  cases  of  mice  infestation.  The  Council’s 
Rodent  Operator  continued  routine  inspection  of  houses  for  rats  and  the 
sewers  at  Cranmore,  Crosoombe,  Ditcheat,  Doulting,  Evercreech,  G-urney  Slade, 
Holcombe,  Oakhill,  Pilton,  Stoke  St.  Michael  and  Stratton-on-the-Fosse,  were 
tested  and  treated  where  necessary.  120  premises  were  treated  for  the 
destmction  of  rats.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  were  regularly 
treating  39  farms  by  agreement,  13  more  than  last  year.

List,  mainly  employed  in  the  G-loving  Industry. 

8.  Offices,  Shops  &  Railway  Premises  Act,  19^4  There  were  26  premises 

registered  at  the  end  of  the  year,  in  which  176  persons  were  employed. 
Thirty-three  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  defects  found  v/ere 
required  to  be  remedied  by  informal  notice, 

9.  Swill  Plants  The  pov/ers  in  respect  of  the  Licensing  of  Swill  Plants 

under  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957^  v/ere  delegated  to 
the  Council  in  1958  by  the  County  Council,  There  are  no  licences  in  force. 
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10.  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act^  19^3  Three  licences  v/ere 

renewed, 

11 .  Atmospheric  Pollution  .  With  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Alkali, etc. 
Works  Order, 1971 ^  control  of  dust  from  Quarry  plants  passed  to  H.M. Alkali 
Inspector.  The  Council,  however,  continues  to  be  responsible  for  dust 
emissions  from  Lime  Works.  Liaison  with  H.M. Alkali  Inspector  continues.

Act,193S>  came  into  operation  in  the  Rural  District  in  July  1950. 

Informal  action  in  some  cases  achieved  the  necessary  results.

5*  Slaught erhouse  The  Slaughterhouse  at  Pylle  continued  in  use  during  the

6.  Slaughtermen  Six  Slaughtermen  were  licensed  by  the  Council  under  the

?•  Meat  Inspection  inspection  of  meat  was  carried  out  and  Tables  K 

and  L  on  pages  25  and  27  show  the  amount  of  meat  condemned  for  various 
reasons.  There  v/ere  four  cases  of  cysticercus  Bovis  in  cattle  (the  larval 
stage  of  the  human  tape-v/orm)  ,  Assistance  in  meat  inspection  was  again 
given  to  Street  U.D.C.  on  occasions  when  their  Inspector  v^as  away.

(k)  "POP"  gESTB^’lLS 

Another  "Festival"  was  hold  in  ,  making  the  third  in  a  space  of  15  months. 
Known  as  the  ’’G-lastonbury  Pair”,  this  festival  resulted  in  the  same  chaotic 
and  un-hygienic  conditions  as  the  previous  two  festivals.  The  Council’s 
expenses  v/ere  not  reimbursed  by  the  Promoters  as  hoped.  Our  reports  on  this 
event  were  forv/arded  to  the  Department  of  the  Environment  (and  other 
interested  bodies)  with  a  request  for  legislation  to  control  such  events,
